PLAN FOR OPERATION M A D E CLEAR 
COMPREHENSIVE G R A S P OF PROBLEM 
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Basis Upon W hich the O peration of the Carrier 
Com panies M ay be Centered as a W;ar Necessity 
is Fully Explained. A sks Congress to G rant R e­ 
quests Prom ptly and Ungrudgingly. 


W A S H IN G T O N , J A N U A R Y 4.— (Associated 
Press Dispatch)— President 
\ 
W ilson today laid before Congress, assembled in joint session, his recomb 


mendations for carrying out government operation of railroads. Bills to carry 


out the President's ideas already had been prepared under the supervision 


of the Department of Justice, and were immediately introduced with plans 


for consideration by both Houses. 


The Administration bill for government operation of railroads, proposes 


the government shall pay compensation at an annual rate, as near as possi­ 


ble, to the net operating incomes for the three years ended June 30, 1917. 


The bill also would appropriate $500,000,000 to be used as a revolving 


fund with the excess earnings of the roads for the operation of the law. 


President Wilson laid before Congress his recommendations for 


legislation for carrying out government operation of railroads, and 


Administration bills were introduced immediately in both 
Houses. 


The bills provide that government control shall obtain throughout 


the war and “until Congress thereafter shall order otherwise.” 


Many government officials and railroad men made no conceal­ 


ment of their belief that the railroads would never return to private 


hands. 
Any deficincies in Federal operation will be paid out of a 


$500,000,000 fund appropriated by the bill and meanwhile no railroad 


may increase its dividends and roads that have skipped dividends 


may resume with rate fixed by the President. 


One section of the proposed law considered very significant lays 


a heavy penalty on any one who “ impedes possession, use, operation 


or control of the roads.” 
It is regarded as precluding a strike. 


The President’s address follows: 


“Gentlemen of the Congress: I have asked tho privilege of addressing 


you In order to report that on th*1 28th day of December, last, during the 


recess of Congress, acting through the Secretary of War, and under the auth­ 


ority conferred upon me by the act of Congress approved August 29, 1916, 


I took possession and assumed control of the railway lines of the country, 


and the systems of water transportation under their control. 
This step 


seemed to be imperatively necessary in the interest of the public welfare in 


the present of the great task of war with which we are now dealing. 
As our 


experience develops difficulties and make it clear what they are, I have deem­ 


ed it my duty to remove those difficulties wherever I have the legal power 


to do so.

“To assume control of the vast railway systems of the country is, I rea­ 


lize, a very great responsibility, but failure to do so would have been a much 


greater. 
I assume the least responsibility rather than the weightier. 


“I am sure I ani speaking the mind of all thoughtful Americans when I 


say that it is our duty as the representatives of the nation to do everything 


that it is necessary to do so secure the complete mobilization of the whole 


resources of America by as rapid and effective a means as can be found.

“It was in the true spirit of Ameri­ 
ca and it was right that we should 
first try to affect the necessary unifi­ 
cation under the voluntary action of 
those who were in charge of the great 
railway operatives; and we did try 
it. 
The directors of the railways re­ 
sponded to the need promptly and 
generously. 
The group of railway ex­ 
ecutives who were charged with the 
task of actual, co-ordination and gen­ 
eral direction performed their diffi­ 
cult duties with patriotic zeal, and 


marked ability, as was to have been 
expected; and did, I believe, every­ 
thing that it was possible for them 
to do in the circumstance. 
If I have 
taken the task out of their hands, it 
has not been because of any derelec- 
tion or failure on their part but only 
because there were some things which 
the government can do and private 
management cannot. 
We shall con­ 
tinue to value most highly the advice 
and assistance of these gentlemen, 
and I am sure we shall not find them 
withholding it. 
“It had become unmistakably plain 
that only under government adminis­ 
tration can the entire equipment of 
the several systems of transportation 
be fully and unreservedly thrown into 
a common service without injurious 
discrimination against the properties. 


"Only under government adminis­ 
tration and absolutely unrestricted 
and unembarrassed common use be 
made of all tracks, terminals, term­ 
inal facilities and equipment of every 
kind. 
Only under that authority can 
new terminals he concentrated,and de 
veloped, without regard to the require 
ments or limitations 
of 
particular 
roads. 
“Buty under government adm inis­ 
tration all of these things will be pos­ 
sible, not instantly but as fast as dif­ 
ficulties which cannot be merely con­ 
jured away give way before the new 
management. 
“Tile common administration 
will 
be carried out with as lit Mo disturb­ 
ance of the present operating organi­ 
zation and personnel of the railways 
aB possible. 
Nothing will be altered 
o rdisturbed which it is not necessary 
to disturb. 
We are serving tile pub­ 
lic interests and safeguarding the pub­ 
lic safety, but we are also regard­ 
ful of the interests of those by whom 
these great properties are owned, and 
glad to avail ourselves of tho experi­ 
ence and trained ability of those who 
have been managing them. 
“It is necessary that the transpor­ 
tation of troops and of war materials, 
of food, and of fuel and of everything 
that is necessary for the full mobili­ 
zation of the energies and resources 
of the country should be first consid­ 
ered. 
Hut it is clearly in the public 
interest also that the ordinary activi­ 
ties and the normal industrial and 
commercial life of the country should 
be interferred with and dislocated as 
little as possible. And, the public may 
rest assured that the interest and con­ 
venience of the private shipper will 
be as carefully served and safeguard­ 
ed ‘as it is possible to servo and safe­ 
guard it in the present extraordinary 
circumstances. 
“While the present authority of the 
executive suffices for all purposes of 
administration and while of course 
all private interests but for the pres­ 
ent give way to the public necessity, 
it is. I am sure you will agree with me, 
right and necessary that the owners 
and creditors of the railways, the 
holders of their stocks and bonds, 
should receive from the government 
an unqualified guarantee that, their 
properties will be maintained through­ 
out the period of federal control in as 
good repair and as complete equip­ 
ment as at present, and that the sev­ 
eral roads will receive under federal 
management such 
compensation 
as 
is equitable and just, alike to their 
owners and to the general public. 
I would suggest the average net 
railway operating income of the three 
years ending June 30, 1917. 
I earn­ 
estly recommend that these guaran­ 
tees be given by appropriate legisla­ 
tion, and given as promptly as cir­ 
cumstances permit. 
I need not point 
out the essential justice of such guar­ 
antees and their great influence and

Barley flour, when available, should i 
be used as a w heat saver. 
The methods of cooking barley flour 
are more nearly like those of corn 
meal than w heat. 
This is due to the 
fact 
th at 
barley when mixed with 
w ater, does not form the sticky elas­ 
tic dough whit h is produced in wheat. 
In m aking barley bread, a combi­ 
nation of w heat flour and barley flour 
should bi- used. 
W hen the barley flour 
is used with sugar, as in cakes 
o r 
muffins, it m ay be used alone. Loaves 
m ay be m ade by using from one-half 
to two p arts of barley flour to one 
part white or whole wheat flour. 
Muffins, baking powder biscuits and 
hot breads of various kinds present a 
b etter way to observe wheat less days 
than to try to bake special loaves of 
raised bread for th e purpose.
